vened Legislature is now considering a bill 
introduced by Senator Fellom of San Fran- 
cisco, which purports to amend the law, but 
in reality destroys it. 

One of the arguments offered in favor of 
relaxing the restrictions of the law is that 
lately there have been no prosecutions nor 
convictions under it and that the need which 
brought it into being, therefore, must have 
passed. In other words, the law is no long- 
er needed because it is obeyed! This is, 
indeed, a novel proposal, akin to planning 
the removal of a danger signal at a bad

it is a reasonable, practical, workable stat- 
ute, an effective safeguard which should, 
not de changed in any particular. It has 
driven from the State the worst of the rad- 
ical agitators, with their subversive schemes 
and organizations; it has wiped out the 
I W. W. as a California organization; it has 
wiped out the so-called Communist party 
and comparative industrial peace has been 
the result. 

This is a condition from which everyone 
benefits, labor most of all. The port work-

Communism and syndicalism are 
violent diseases against which the State of 
California is now effectually quarantined, 
and that quarantine must be maintained 

To draw the teeth of the criminal syndi- 
calism law would be to invite deliberately 
the foes of order and established govern- 
ment to make this State their headquarters. 
It is unthinkable that any sane Legislature 
should pass the Fellom bill. _ . 


MIRACLE PLAY . 

Los Angeles, the creator of spectacles 
before which the rest of the world has mar- 
veled, has given a welcome to the Miracle 
Play not exceeded in any other city where 
this spectacle has been produced. So great 
has been the demand for seats that the 
term of the engagement has been extended 
one week and pressure is now exerted to 
keep the troupe here for a still longer en- 
gagement. 

Average attendance during the four weeks 
the spectacle has been in Los Angeles has 
broken all American records. While New 
Tork, Chicago and one or two other cities 
where the troupe has appeared exceed Los 
Angeles in mass population, the Miracle 
Play attests that in cultural population Los 
Angeles gives place to no other American 
community. 

None who has seen a performance of the 
Miracle Play has counted it as an evening 
wasted; for its appeal is universal, with- 
out distinction of race, creed or nationali- 
ty. For childhood it is a fairy story; for 
youth it is a dream of war and love} for 
the artist it is a revelation of the possibili- 
ties of the dramatic art; for old age it is 
a study in tolerance expressive of the phi- 
losophy that “Knowing all, forgives all:“ 
for the skeptical it is the visualization of 
a dream; for the devout, the symbolization 
of a miracle of the Middle Ages attested 
to by St. Thothas of Canterbury. 

Miracle plays are one of the earliest forms 
art under the Christian era. 
They formed the base on which the modern 
opera was builded; and the modern op- 
era, in turn, is the foundation on which the 
structure of the Miracle Play has been 
reared. Many have been puzzled because 
the spectacle is largely in the form of pan- 
tomime, because the space usually occupied 
by the orchestra is empty and, except in 
the chorus, there is no singing on the stage. 
In this relation the Miracle Play sym- 
bolizes a revolution still in progress. The 
unavoidable defect of the opera has been 
that only one singer in 1000 can act, and 
only one actor in 10,000 can sing. The M. 
racle ‘Play attests to the modern movement 
to separate the music and the pantomime. 
These under the influence of tradition re 
sent this; but the modern tendency is along 
the lines on which the Miracle Play is pro- 
| duced. 

However one regards this protest against 
the classic forms of the opera and drama, 
there is no contesting the sincerity and the 
vision of the creators of the Miracle Play. 
No more stupendous spectacle has ever ap- 
peared on a public stage. For comparison 
one must go to the film stages of Culver 
City and National City. But, while the film 
productions require but a single stage in 
a single place, the Miracle Play setting 
must be reconstructed within the limits of 
an auditorium or theater in whatever city 
the production appears. Only the experts 
can appreciate the magnitude of the prob- 
lems Gest and Reinhardt have solved. 

Morris Gest, to whom we owe the Mira- 
cle Play in Los Angeles, says that the pro- 
duction is staged here to repay the debt 
he owes to Southern California for the res- 
toration of his health. It is the only Amer- 
ican city in which it was staged without a 
subsidy or guarantee. He and his associ- 
ates had faith in the cultural spirit of the 
Southwest; and their faith has brought a 
generous reward. | 

As an expression of thelr appreciation 
the entire proceeds of the box office on 
Sunday night will be contributed to worthy 
local charities. 

Mr. Gest has been so impressed by the 
reception of the Miracle Play here that his 
limitiess enthusiasm and riotous imagina- 
tlon have already sketched wonderful things 
for the Los Angeles of the future. He an-

TO “WARD COURTS” 

Since inauguration. of the Municipal 
Court system in Los Angeles there has been 
a marked increase in the efficiency of judi- 
cial procedure. Cases havé been handled 
expeditiously and the courts themselves 
have been singularly free of political en- 
cum ces. There has been a large per- 
centage of convictions, with fines- and for- 
feitures reaching a high figure. Following 
creation of the Judicial Council, municipal 
judges have rendered valuable service by 
sitting in Superior Court and relieving con- 
gestion there. In fact, considering the ob- 
stacles which naturally arise in the estab- 
lishment of a new system, the Municipal 
Court has functioned admirably. 

It is with caution, therefore, that a pro- 
posal to establish district or ward courts 
should be viewed. Thefe is no immediate 
intention of making such a change, but a 
strong movement u that direction officially 
is disclosed. Proponents of the plan hope 
to see it go into effect next year. But a 
mounting wave of opposition is being en- 
countered as the proposition becomes un- 
derstood. 

In the first place it is pointed out that to 
disrupt the organization of the Municipal 
Court by this change go soon after esfab- 
lishment would be apt to cause confusion 
and retard the fixed status so essential to 
worth-while judicial functioning. In the 
second place, and even more to be avoided, 
would be the inevitable entrance of local 
politics. The ward-court system long has 
been regarded ip the Bast as undesirable, 
encouraging as it does the mixing of so- 
called justice and political expediency. | 
In a city as large as Los Angeles there 


when the Municipal Court system is cen- 
tralized. There are no private axés to 
grind by officials except in rare instances. 
It is with no thought of reflection in the 
probity of the judiciary that the danger of 
such occurrences in the ward system is 
pointed out. But it is an established fact, 
proved by years of experience, that where 
courts are set up in small districts there 
is a tendency to petty political interference, 
and it often happens that the ward boss 
dispenses “justice” as well as offices. 

It is advanced in favor of the proposal 
that matters would be speeded up were 
there branch or district courts in outlying 
sections. This no doubt is true in a meas- 
ure, but it does not weigh sufficiently to 
offset the disadvantages. Furthermore, 
there has been nothing like the congestion | 
in the municipal group as has existed in 
other judicial spheres. For this reason the 
argument of speed cannot be given too 
great consideration. 

Unless there arises a situation much more 
acute than exists at present it undoubtedly 
would be unwise to experiment with the 
ward plan. Only trouble can come of throw- 
ing justice deliberately into the maze of 
conscienceless district political influence.
